senators to keep their hands on tbe.r 
watches, aa there was a member of tbe 
assembly on tbe floor.

adopted. Tho senate resembled a crowd 
of school bays in their pranka and hilar- 
ity. 


Lieutenant 
Governor RedcUck, the 


president ot the senate, was brought be- 
fore the bar of the honea and after a 
mock trial sentenced to accept a set of 
Hilyerware as a mark of the est eem of 
his fellow senators. 


Senator Carpenter wai next arraigned 


and presented with a gold head ed cane. 
He n ade a fitting speech in which he 
elated that it waa hie intention to retire 
from politics. 


The secretary of the senate, F. J, 


Brandon, was charged with malicious 
propensities in causing the removal ol 
the capital from Sacramento to San Joae. 
lie was presented with a silver tea set. 


Other attaches of tha senate were pre- 


sented with gilts, and a recess was takeo.

WASHINGTON, March 
14.—President 


Cleveland has decided upon a line of 
policy to bo pursued in the appointment 
of consuls, which is expected to mate- 
rially expand the trade of tbe United 
States with foreign countries, and espe- 
cially with the South and Central Amer- 
ican republics. His policy is to select 
men for appointment to consulships who 
have exceptional business qualifications, 
and possess sufficient trade instinct to 
recognize for American merchandise tbe 
opportunity for wot king up a market for 
the product of American manufacturers 
and farmers. Tbe President said that, 
of course, political reasons cannot be en- 
tirely ignored in BRlcc^ing consuls, bat 
;articular stress will be laid upon the 
uaiuesB abilities of the man whose 


names are presented to him.

Aicmaox, Kan., March 15.—A sensa- 


tion waa created last night when Freling 
Tufts of Kftnaas City appeared here and 
took posaeaciou of tbe Kansas Trust and 
Banking company as receiver. The com- 
pany waa organized in 1SS6, with a capi- 
tal of $100.0uO. Ex-Senator John J • la- 
galls is president of the concern, R. M. 
Manly vice president and E. G. Armsby 
cashier. The principal part of the capi- 
tal was furnished by Manly and his fam- 
ily and IngallB. The latter had $7500 in- 
vested 
and 
Manty 
$20,000- These 


amounts havo been lost. The liabilities 
amount to $800,000, and the assets, it is 
believed, if prudently managed, will pay 
in full. The bank haa 30,000 acres of 
land and large tracts and lots in the prin- 
cipal towns and cities of the state. Reai- 
dects of Atchison have $126,000 invested 
in tbe conc.rn, secured by debenture 
bonds of conjectural value. It is be- 
lieved that the decision of Armsby to 
withdraw hastened the crash. Manly is 
practically bankrupt.

Untied, but if it be found that a pro- 
visional government was really chosen 
for the government of tlie islands, and 
not dependent on, the support of tbe 
United States for existence, the proposi- 
tion for annexation may be favorably re- 
garded nnd nn amended treaty may be 
sent to the senate at the next session. 


However, apart from other considera- 


tions the desirability of annexing the isl- 
ands will be mvestiga'ed as a business 
proposition. 


It is eaid the administration early re- 


ceived information which was deemed 
reliable, that tbe overthrow ot Qaeen 
Litioukalani and the establishment of a 
provisional government was the result of 
i plan formulated by the sugar produc- 
ing elfl-iient of the islands, furthered in 
San Francisco, Upon receiving thia in- 
formation a withdrawal of the treaty was 
determined on, and cipher dispatches 
want out last night from both the state 
and navy departments for Honolulu, 
which went forward on the steamer Aus- 
tralia from San Francisco today. What 
tbesn dispatches contain none of the 
officials in either department will say.

Just above the first floor there was an 
open transom and for some reason 
O'Donnell put his head through this and 
was caught in an] instant. The cage did 
not stop until it was three feet above the 
transom. 
Tho boy's nei'k was broken, 


and bis head and shoulders were so 
tightly wed ted between the cnze and 
the walls of the shaft that the wood- 
work had to be cut away before bis 
dead body could bo removed.

The experiment, if it is a realty 
la one npon which its authors deserve to 
congratulated. It is much better for tbe 
world at large that the Anarchists should 
practice their peculiar doctrines iu the 
solitude of Brazilian forests than that 
they should blow up buildings aud de- 
stroy Urea in Parts, New Ytni or Chi- 
cago. Besides, the Brazilian experiment 
is better, for tbe Anarchists them 
selves, aa their experiences in Paris 
and 'Chicago must have tacght them 
that civilization has a very positive 
and nncomfortable'way of d paling with 
any practical test of/their peculiar tenets 
Thanks to the Resistance of a Brazilian 
comradejnamtd 1'nig Mayol, the desired 
place for an anarchist settlement wa?, it 
appeara, discovered,: and the neceHsarj 
land acquired in tbe Brazilian province 
of Parana. But, ftlaa, a misfortune d 
considerable ^conetquence in their cir 
cumstancei soon overtook tbe Piilee, 
Fuig Mayol proved himeelf too cloae a 
follower ofjanarchist practices as occa- 
sionally revealed in tbe criminal courts 
bf that effete social Byetem which an- 
arebi9ta3>rofe8fl to deepise.

SECRETARY FOSTER'S letter of instruc- 


tion to govern immigration at the poita 
of departure in connection w th tb* na- 
tional quarantine law leaves litile to be 
desired. Every passenger vessel leaving 
any port in Europe, Asia, Africv, Cen- 
tral aod South America, Mexico and the 
West Indies, or any other port if it be 
infected, must be inspected six hours be- 
fore sailing by a duly authorized United 
States official. If dieinfection is deemed 
necessary it most be conducted nnder 
hiadirection and a clean hill of health 
obtained from him. Cabin passengers 
must satisfy the inspector fhat they are 
free from infection before embarking, 
and they may be detained at his discre- 
tion. Steerage passengers will be isolat- 
ed and kept five days under itrict medi- 
cal observation tetore embarking, and if 
cholera should appear among them they 
will not be allowed to embark until 
seven days after the termination of the 
last case. Crews of vessels in infected 
poiU mast not go ashore, and if addi- 
tional members join they most satisfy 
the inspector of their freedom from con- 
taeion. Similarly stringent rules will 
govern dieinfection of all baggage anrl 
cargoes. The instructions ppply to ports 
infected with other contagions disenseB 
aa well as cholera, when anch diaeatea 
are epidemic. Jn [short, it would seem 
aa though the instructions, if faithfully 
carried out, would cover every loophole 
through which disease is likely to come. 
They should, of coarse, be supplemented 
by equally rigorous quarantine inspec- 
tion and supervision at the 'ports of the 
United States.

Christopher Was a Very Religion 


Mau, But Not a Very Moral 


One. 


"ColumbuB and the Four Uundrec 


Years After Him," was the subject o 
Kev. William J. Potter's lecture before 
the Unity Society last Sucday night. 


In beginning bis lecture Mr. Potttj 


Bflid he wished it understood that lit 
took the title rather for euggeBtiou Uuii 
from any ambitioua attempt to treat EO 
large a theme ij ro limited a time; ant 
also that the Columbian celebration1 


which are taking place" in our country 
seamed to him to have more to do with 
the discovery of America than with its 
discoverer. In fac:, Ooliuulmahad uoth' 
ing directly to <!o with the finding or the 
settlement of this part of the Western 
continent which we call the United 
•States of America. 


He never set foot upon nor paw <vny 


portion of oar shores. lie vas not one 
of our national founders. Nor were his 
motives in the main nor his racial blood 
fln.cn as to pnt him in touch with the 
peculiar mental and moral forces which 
wero dominant ia the subsequent found- 
ing of the North America colonies and 
in shaping the destinies of this nation. 


Nor, whatever hia benefactions to man- 


kind, IB there »iiy occasion to set Colum- 
bus upon a historical pedestal as an ideal 
moral hero and exemplar—much lees, as 
some of our over-zaalone brethren of the 
Romanist faith propose, to canonize him 
as a saint. Even judged by the ttand- 
ardfl of hie own time, we should have to 
eay that, though very devout, he was not 
highly mural; though pious, he was not 
humane; though-professing an intense 
zeal to christianize tho Asiatic heathen 
whom h: expected to reach by cro93ine 
the Atlantic, ho reduced to elavery large 
cambers of heathen whom he autnally 
fonnd and eet tbein to work in mines un- 
der the cruelties of the laah. 


With hia ecclesiastic*! greed for saving 


Bouls there mingled a worldly greed for 
mammon. Confessing himself a humble 
follower of the cross, he was exceedingly 
fond ol the gorgeous symbols of power. 
Poaeeseed of a vigorous intellect and a 
commanding will, be yet failed ignomiu- 
ionsly as a ruler in political administra- 
tion." 


For explanation of such glaring incon- 


sistencies of character we must remem- 
ber that 400 years ago, in the mental 
temper and training of. such a man as 
Colambua, theio waa somewhat of the 
corsair tia well aa of the intrepid navi- 
gator and discoverer. And in our judg- 
ment ol bim we must not forgot this per- 
spective oE time. 


Not expectinci however, to find in him 


a lofty ethical example or teacher, he 
did that for the world which entitles him 
tJ the world's honorable and lasting re- 
membrance. He WSB a brave and in- 
telligent mariner, with an iuatinct for 
exploration. In practical geography ho 
wau a devoted student, and bin naind 
was alert for the newest thought of bis 
time witri regard to the probable shape 
of the earth. 


But his crowning distinction was an 


energy of will aud persistency of convic- 
tion and purpose which amounted to 
genius. It waa these qualities of his 
mental aad moral rature that discovered 
the now world. He really discovered 
more than ho-ever know or had hoped 
for. It was tha wealth of a new world 
that he carried back to the old instead of 
the covetsd gold of Cathay, lie did bet- 
ter than ho knew, yet it waa not acci- 
dent. It was tbo natural reward of bia 
courage and constancy of purpose. The 
eternal power worfcu through such qnali- 


' ties of hujjan beinga for -accomplishing 


a higher purpose tbau even they have in 
mind. 


Columbus went to hia grave without 


knowing all that he had done, lie had 
really, at the fiat of the eternal, intro- 
duced tho hitherto unknown halves of 
the globe to each other and married the 
two continents together. 


Colnmbua stood not alone ia this work, 
lie was QUA of the great group of discov- 
erers and explorers, some before and 
some titter bim. The immediate result 
o f hia discovery was to stimulate the 
spirit of maritime adventure and explor- 
ation. 
Colonizations, settlement, in- 


creaee of commerce, founding of uew 
state?, followed in due time. 


There «a3, in brief, no jreut intereat 


of human thooght and knowledge which 
wag not enhanced and enriched by the 
fact that the other half of the world had 
been discovered. Two halves ol one 
little Klcbo and they bad not known eaih 
other! It wan an unnatnral relation. 
Nc wonder that learning was scant and 
speculative, science unsteady and vague, 


• religion narrow and no fraternal, that 


astrology passed for astronomy, and al- 
chemy for chemisty, aad superstition 
for revealed truth; there was no balance 
anywhere. In parts of this western con- 
tinent were once great cities and a high 
stage oi civilization, rivalling tbe civili- 
zation of the eastern hemisphere. Yet 
oceans rolled between 
and the, two 


halves of tbe earth kbew not each other. 


Of the immense progress which has re- 


sulted since Columbus introduced each 
half to its own, tbe speaker then dwelt 
particularly oa the progress of religion. 
In ths time of Columbus the Ptolemaic 
theory of the world prevailed; Chrietian 
theologv was based on this theory. 


Tbe Copernican theory was not pub- 


lished tilt thirty-seven years after Colum- 
bus died, and the ban of the church of 
Rome was not removed from itmntil af- 
ter the beginning of tbe present centnry. 
But meantime the Protestant reforma- 
tion has come, Che supremacy of ecclesi- 
astical authority haa been broken, sci- 
ence has advanced immeasurably, and 
to tho great discovery of Copernicus, has 
now been ad^efl the equally great dis- 
covery of tbe scientific doctrine of evolu- 
tion; and these great discoveries have 
been and are revolutionizing the relig- 
ions beliefs o! Christendom. 


After illustrating these seyeral points, 


the speaker c'osed with an appeal that 
here in this land, on the basis of relig- 
ious freedom and 
the separation of 


church and state, might be worked ont 
tho prob'em of spiritual unity.

Tbe nest IE to confine constables to | 


county boundaries. Tbat is, no eonata-! 
ble shall leave the county to arrest fln 
offender. If such a parson has succeed- 
ed in getting ont of the connty it ahall be 
the duty of the sheriff to bring him hack. 


Another amendment tbe enperviaors 


desire is to have the court; reporters sal- 
aried, inatead nf working per diem aa at 
present. In connection with this the 
euperviaora ask that ah tbe transcribing 
be done by the folio, by employed labor. 
The board is oi the opinion that the 
court reporters are receiving too much 
money. 


They also demand that the law au- 


thorising justices of the peace to employ 
Elnrt band reporters be repealed, except 
in tbo case of examinations for felony. 


Finally, they want the law giving ho- 


(el keepers tbe right to have persons ar* 
rested for debt incurred for board and 
lodging repealed. 


The board appointed Supervisor K. 


B. Butler und W. S. Badger to go to Sac- 
ramento, for tho purpose of conferring 
with this county's representatives con- 
cerning these changes, with a view to 
have tbe legislature adopt them.

That de 
crease, however, has not been due to ap 
lack of surplus commodities for ship 
mant; on the contrary, the "viuibl 
enpply"of wheat and corn excoodatha 
we held at the same season following th 
unprecedented cropa of 1891.

cumulation of grain is due to our mar 
ket being held by speculation above th 
European level. The export of cotto 
has been restrained by similar causes 
It ia only a question of time wiien apem 
ulative holders mnst be compelled to at 
cept the European range of valuea; an 
the stringency in money and the cantio 
among lenders may be mpecteil to appl 
that compulsion at no distant day. 


"While, therefore, it mnst be expect 


ed tbat for the next few weeks we aha 
stand exposed to the export of more gold 
yet it «oema reason able to expect tba 
such shipments will be materially Isas 
ened by exports from tbia extraordinar 
surplus of products. Under all the ci 
cams'ancps, therefore, it is libel? to tur 
ont tbat the unnsiml exports of spec! 
during the last two months werfl in 
large measure anticipatory of what in 
variably tabes place in the eprio 
months. The marked falling off in th 
export of gold dur ng the last two week 
has bwjn due principally to the ceBBatio 
of the direct and special demand froi 
France, to the export of securities 
London, to the revival of the shipmen 
of produce, and to the advancing rate 
of interest on thia market having u:ai 
it more profitable to employ foreign ba 
ancea here than to send them home."

what harshly criticised. While thaae 
reflections have been properly applied 
iu some instances tbere is nd donbl 
whatever tbat injustice has been done tn 
some officera who worked faithfully and 
earnestly. 


The management of the plana for as- 


certaining the identity of the guilty par- 
ties foil naturally into the hands of tbe 
highest police official in the 
county 


namely John M. Beneley, who held the 
office of sheriff at the time of the mur- 
der. Ho WEB assisted by Deputy Consta- 
bles Coon Orntcber and Jamea Ward, 
City Marshal Morgan and othnrB. Cer 
tain citizans, frienda of the murdered 
m«n employed one o' Curtin'E San Fran- 
cisco detectives, named Bury, who was 
afterwards paid about $1SO by tbe baard 
of supervisors for bis Services. He was 
among tbu first to advocate the theory ol 
Biiic.de, and ttiis theory was assiduously 
published at thEt time. 


City Maruhal Morgan devoted a con- 


siderable portion ol the timo to the in- 
vestigation of the case, and no com- 
plaints have heen made agalnnt him 
whatever, in this matter. 


EX-DEPUTY COKSTAULE WARD. 


Ex-Deputy Conalable Ward stated a
